MINUTES OF THE 2012 ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield in the 
State of New Hampshire qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified of the First and Second 
Session of the 2012 Annual Town Meeting as follows: 


FIRST SESSION 


You are notified to meet for the First Session of the 
Annual Town Meeting, to be held in the Opera House of 
the Wakefield Town Hall, 2 High Street, Sanbornville, 
New Hampshire, on Saturday, February 4, 2012 at 7:00 
p.m. The First Session will consist of explanation, 
discussion, and debate of each of the following warrant 
articles, and will afford those voters who are present the 
opportunity to debate, propose and adopt amendments to 
each warrant article, except those articles whose wording is 
prescribed by state law. 

The inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield met at 
the Opera House of the Town Hall at 7:00 p.m. to discuss 
the town budget according to the above notice. 

The Moderator, Brad Hayes, opened the meeting at 
7:00 p.m. Dino Scala led the Pledge of Allegiance. Ms. 
Liz Olimpio, Lay Speaker of the Methodist Church, gave 
the invocation. 

Mr. Hayes said a few words and passed the gavel to 
Assistant Moderator, Dino Scala Mr. Scala accepted the 
gavel, presented Mr. Hayes with a plaque of appreciation. 

The Asst. Moderator announced the School 
Deliberative Session and the Town Election. 

The Asst. Moderator introduced Town Clerk, 
Monique Wood, the Selectmen’s Chair, Ken Paul, 
Selectman Mark Duffy, Selectman Peter Kasprzyk, Town 
Administrator Teresa Williams and Town Attorney Richard 
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Sager. Mr. Paul gave special recognition to Mr. Duffy for 
his years of service. The Moderator introduced the Budget 
Committee Chairperson Howard Knight, who in turn 
introduced the members of the Budget Committee, giving 
recognition to Mr. Dennis Miller for his years of service. 

The Assistant Moderator recognized Phil 
Twombley who made a motion that this session of the town 
warrant be adjourned by 11:00 p.m. and no article be taken 
up for consideration after 10:50 p.m. In the event that all 
articles in the warrant have not been acted upon, the 
Moderator is authorized to reconvene this session at a date, 
time and place, which meets the approval of the majority of 
the voters present. Motion was seconded and passed. 

The Asst. Moderator asked for a show of hands of 
all those here for the first time. 

The Asst. Moderator mentioned that we have two 
pages this evening from the Paul School, Marrissa 
Williams and Joe Scala. He asked that all wait for the 
pages to come with the microphones before speaking so 
that everyone may hear. 

The Asst. Moderator stated the Rules of Order. He 
introduced Wakefield Code Enforcement Officer Arthur 
Capello, and Planner Consultant, Michael Garrepy, non- 
residents, and Planning Board Chairman, Paul Winckler, to 
answer questions as called upon. 

The Asst. Moderator stated that zoning articles may 
not be amended. 


Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. | as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 3, Table 1 — Permitted Uses — by adding 
several new land uses to the table to be permitted by right 
and by conditional use permit across the zoning districts, 
modifying some of the existing uses in the table relative to 
zoning districts and permitting requirements, and 
reorganizes the table. Amendment also modifies Article 33 
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— Definitions — by adding a definition for “Historic 
Preservation Site.” (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 3, Table 3 — Density and Minimum 
Dimensional Requirements — by modifying footnote #1 to 
clarify the minimum area requirements for unit density in 
the Village/Residential District. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Explanation 
requested in layman terms. Mr. Winckler explained that 
the rules do not change, but this article makes this zoning 
ordinance clearer. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 4: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 4 — Official Zoning Map — to replace the 
existing Official Zoning Map with the latest map revision 
dated November 2011. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 9 — Wetland Conservation Overlay Zoning 
District — to modify the definition of “wetlands” to follow 
the NHDES definition, clarify the boundaries of the 
District, remove the special exception provision, and 
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establish additional criteria for conditional use permitting 
in the District. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 6: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 5 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 10 — Historic Overlay Zoning District — by 
adding a sub-section D to establish specific activities that 
do not require a certificate of approval in the District. 
(Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 7: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 6 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 1] — Floodplain Development Overlay 
District — as recommended by the NH Office of Energy and 
Planning to remain compliant with the National Flood 
Insurance Program. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 8: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 7 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 23D — In-Law Apartment — to eliminate 
both the requirement for a yearly permit to be issued by the 
Code Enforcement Officer and the requirement that the use 
be temporary; and Article 33 to amend the definition of “In- 
Law Apartment.” (Majority vote required.) 
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The Asst. Moderator read the article. A question 
was asked for the definition of temporary. Arthur Capello 
explained that they are taking the word ‘temporary’ out of 
the zoning, which will make it more enforceable. 
Explanation was given about the current ‘in-law’ zoning. 
A question was asked how this differs from multifamily 
dwellings and the limits on those, and apartments for low- 
income folks. There was some discussion about what 
limits exists for these. Mr. Capello explained that codes 
are currently in place to prevent other types of apartments 
being confused with ‘in-law’ apartments. 

No further discussion on this article. 


Article 9: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 8 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies section B of Article 25 — Conforming and 
Nonconforming Structures and Uses — to allow for the 
expansion of non-conforming uses in certain situations 
without a variance. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Examples of 
how this applies were requested and provided. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 10: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 9 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Article 36 — Permit Required — to require a 
setback permit only for certain accessory structures that do 
not exceed 200 sq. ft; and Article 33 — Definitions — to 
amend the definition of “Building.” (Majority vote 
required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Explanation 


was requested for the current definition and what the new 
definition would be. An explanation was given that the 
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only part being changed is removing a permit for a 
doghouse. No further discussion on this article. 


Article 11: Are you in favor of the adoption of 
Amendment No. 10 as proposed by the Planning Board 
for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amendment 
modifies Articles 3, 23B and 29 —to remove the special 
exception process in certain cases while still providing for 
the conditional use process through the Planning Board; 
and amends Articles 13, 21 and 28, to remove the 
conditional use permit process in certain cases while still 
providing for the special exception process through the 
Zoning Board. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. No further 
discussion on this article. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000) to be added to the Ambulance Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Paul 
spoke to the article about how this appropriation would 
allow for the future replacement of the ambulance. 
Currently the capital reserve fund is $40,980.31 and the 
projected amount is $65,890.31. 

Mr. Paul moved the article and it was seconded. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 


appropriate the sum of Seventy- Five Thousand Dollars 
($75,000) to be added to the Bridge Construction 
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Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority 
vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Kasprzyk 
spoke to the article about how it would assist the Town in 
the repair of bridges that are red listed. He described that 
the money for the work done on the bridges in Union and 
E.Wakefield had to come from other lines to pay. We 
would not have to do that anymore if we have money 
reserved for the work. He spoke of the work that is 
required for the bridge on N. Wakefield Rd. 

Questions were asked about current rating and 
weight limit. Also, discussion was made about the 
necessity for high weight postings if a large truck could 
only go over the bridge one axle at a time. 

Mr. Kasprzyk moved the article and it was 
seconded. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Forty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($45,000) to be added to the Fire Truck Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established. (Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation 1s recommended by the Board of 


Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Paul 
moved the article and it was seconded. 
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Mr. Paul spoke to the article about how this follows the 
vehicle replacement schedule developed by the Fire Chief 
and about the next vehicle to be replaced. 

No further discussion. Article left as written. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty-Nine Thousand Eight 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($29,850) to be added to the 
Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. (Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Duffy 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Duffy spoke to 
the article about how it is for replacement of a cruiser 
according to the regular schedule and the current balance in 
the fund. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One Thousand Seven Hundred 
Fifty Dollars ($1,750) to be added to the Emergency 
Management Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. (Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Paul 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to 
the article that this appropriation 1s a capital reserve fund 
for emergency management established two years ago. It is 
meant to build to a certain appropriate level and then only 
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be used in true town-wide public emergencies and 
preparedness. 
No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) 
to be added to the Forest Fire Management Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Paul 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to 
the article that it is a capital reserve for Forest Fire 
Management, giving the current balance and the projected 
amount. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000) to be added to the Town Hall Improvement 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority 
vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Duffy moved 
the article and it was seconded. Mr. Duffy spoke to the article 
that this is to help the town hall get into compliance with putting 
in a sprinkler system on the main floor and opera house. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 
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Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars 
($20,000) to be added to the Invasive Species 
Expendable Trust Fund previously established. 
(Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Kasprzyk 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk 
spoke to the article about the money being needed to help 
control invasive species in the many lakes, which keeps tax 
rates down because lakes would be clean, being good for 
tourism. Money could be used for the forest, as well. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) 
to be added to the Cemetery Maintenance Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 


This appropriation 1s recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Duffy 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Duffy spoke to 
the article about how this money will be used to offset cost 
for any maintenance and repairs that need to be done on the 
town cemeteries, such as removing trees that fall. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 
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Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000) to be added to the Highway Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. (Majority vote 
required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and the Budget Committee, by 
a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Duffy 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Duffy spoke to 
the article that we need to replace a 1 ton pickup. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 22 : To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 
for the construction of a Salt Shed and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Fifty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($55,000) to be placed in said fund and further to 
appoint the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. 
(Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and by the Budget Committee 
by a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. 
Kasprzyk moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. 
Kasprzyk spoke to the article explaining the poor 
conditions and safety hazard of the current salt shed. 

Town is looking at various types of salt sheds to replace the 
current one. Questions were asked about plans and the 
protection of the aquifer. Explanation was given that State 
has certain construction requirements. There was much 
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discussion about the possibility of sharing the shed in 
Brookfield, the ratio of sand and salt used by Brookfield, 
and the small size of the Brookfield shed. 

A motion was made to move the article and was 
seconded. A vote was taken by a show of cards and the 
majority was in favor of moving the article. 

Article was left as written. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to lease to the 
Wakefield Food Pantry at One Dollar ($1.00) for 99 
years, up to one (1) acre, portion of land owned by the 
Town (Wakefield Tax Map 200 Lot 3, consisting of 56 
acres, more or less, located on Route 153 and next to the 
Wakefield Highway Department property) for the 
following purpose: To allow the Wakefield Food Pantry 
to construct a building and related improvements on the 
leased portion to supply donated food and essentials to 
Wakefield residents who are in need. (Majority vote 
required.) 


This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen, by 
a vote of 3-0, and by the Budget Committee by a vote of 
10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Paul 
moved the article and it was seconded. The Moderator 
recognized Mrs. Miller, who presented a slide presentation 
on the location and design of the food pantry. 

Question was asked about the owner of the building 
if the food pantry left the building before the lease ran out. 
The response was that the Town would own the building. 
Explanation was given that the design allows for 
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expansion. 
No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to accept, on behalf of the town, 
gifts of personal property, other than money, which 
may be offered to the Town for any public purpose, as 
permitted by RSA 31:95-e, and such authorization shall 
remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of town 
meeting. (Majority vote required.) 


This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen, by 
vote of 3-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Kasprzyk 
moved the article and 1t was seconded. Mr. Kasprzyk 
spoke to the article that the Board of Selectmen cannot 
accept any gifts at all right now, but this article would 
allow gifts to be received. A question was asked if we 
would be obligated to spend money. Mr. Sager spoke to 
the question and stated that current statutes are specific that 
if we accept a gift, there is no obligation to spend money. 
Also, it was mentioned that we do not have to accept a gift; 
it needs to be voted on by the Board of Selectmen. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to rise and 
appropriate Four Thousand Eight Hundred Eighty-Five 
Dollars ($4,885) for the purpose of purchasing an 
updated video camera system for use in police vehicles. 
This appropriation will be offset by a 50/50 Highway 
Safety Grant. The Town’s portion of the appropriation 
will be Two Thousand Four Hundred Forty-Two 
Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2,442.50) and is contingent 
upon the receipt of the grant. (Majority vote required.) 
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This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and by the Budget 
Committee by a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. 
Duffy moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. 
Duffy spoke to the article about updating the 
equipment, changing from VHS system to CD 
system. 

No further discussion. Article was left as 
written. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will modify the 
elderly exemptions from property tax in the 
Town of Wakefield, based on assessed value, for 
qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: 


For a person 65 years of age up to 75 
years, $46,000; 

For a person 75 years of age up to 80 
years, $62,000; 

For a person 80 years of age or older, 
$77,000. 


To qualify, the person must have been a New 
Hampshire resident for a least 3 consecutive 
years, own the real estate individually or jointly, 
or if the real estate is owned by such person’s 
spouse, they must have been married to each 
other for at least 5 consecutive years. In addition, 
the taxpayer must have a net income of not more 
than $20,000 or, if married, a combined net 
income of less than $30,000; and own net assets 
not in excess of $150,000 excluding the value of 
the person’s residence. (Majority vote required.) 


This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen, by 
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vote of 3-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. Mr. Paul 
moved the article and it was seconded. Mr. Paul spoke to 
the article about changing the current exemptions allowed 
through DRA. Question asked about how it would change 
the income to the Town. Mr. Paul referred to the Assessing 
Office. Response given that the only item changing is the 
actual income for a married couple, so would not change 
the Town’s income. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 27: By Petition: We the undersigned, being duly 
registered voters of the Town of Wakefield, do hereby 
petition the Town of Wakefield, New Hampshire to 
establish an Agriculture Commission pursuant to RSA 
674:44-e and RSA 673:1. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article and recognized 
the petitioner, John Blackwood. Mr. Blackwood deferred 
to the Town Attorney, Richard Sager who spoke to the 
petition that, as written it does not provide a mechanism for 
appointing a commission and motioned for an amendment 
for the article to read as follows: 

The Commission shall consist of 3 regular members 
and 2 alternate members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen every year. One member may be a member of 
the Board of Selectmen, and one member may be a member 
of the planning board. The Board of Selectmen shall 
designate one regular member as a temporary chairperson 
until such time as the Commission members vote to elect a 
chairperson. Vacancies occurring between appointments 
shall be filled by appointment by the Board of Selectmen. 

The amendment was seconded. 

The question was asked if the petitioners should 
have discussion about the amendment. Mr. Sager 
explained that he reviewed the petition and saw that it had 
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no effect because there was no mechanism to appoint 
members for a commission. This amendment will cause 
this article to have ability to appoint the Commission. 

Question was asked what this Commission would 
do. Mr. Blackwood explained the education and benefits 
of this Commission. Mr. Sager explained the Commission, 
similar to the Heritage Commission, would take inventory 
of agricultural items, make recommendations to the Town, 
etc. There will have to be posted meetings, minutes kept, 
but unsure of cost to Town. 

A vote was taken. Amendment passed. 


Article 28: By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to 
limit the time duration that political signs may be 
displayed before and after an election as follows: All 
political signs, including posters are considered to be 
temporary. They shall not be erected until 30 days prior 
to any election and shall be removed within 7 days after 
a national, state, general and/or local election. The 
candidate or candidates whose name(s) appear on such 
signs shall be responsible for their proper location, 
erection and removal. (Majority vote required.) 


The Asst. Moderator read the article and recognized 
the petitioner, Pam Knight, who spoke to the article that 
political signs are out too early, 5 — 7 months before an 
election and not removed until 5 — 7 months after the 
election. She feels this is blight on the Town and request 
we vote to change the amount of time for these signs 
should be limited. She is not asking for this to include 
private property, but only on public property. 

The Asst. Moderator asked Town Attorney, Richard 
Sager, if this would trump State ordinance. Mr. Sager has 
not researched, but the way he read it is more or less 
advisory, because there is no penalty for keeping the signs 
up. He would not recommend an amendment be made to 
collect fines, but thought that having this ordinance would 
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curb the problem. 

More discussion was brought up about personal 
responsibility to remove the signs, and whether to include 
private property. Mr. Sager spoke that signs on personal 
property are handled by zoning ordinances. 

No further discussion. Article was left as written. 


Article 29: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget, not including appropriations by 
special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted 
with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purpose set forth herein, totaling 
$3,960,400? Should this article be defeated, the default 
budget shall be $3,904,315 which is the same as last 
year, with certain adjustments required by previous 
action of the Town or by law, or the governing body 
may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised 
operating budget only. (Majority vote required.) 


This appropriation is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen, by a vote of 3-0, and is recommended by the 
Budget Committee, by a vote of 10-0. 


The Asst. Moderator read the article. A motion 
was made to move the article and seconded. 

Mr. Blackwood made a motion to amend this article 
by increasing the line for the Highway Dept. by $125,000 
for road maintenance and it was seconded. 

The Asst. Moderator asked Town Attorney, Richard 
Sager, to clarify if this increase would be added to the 
budget with the recommendation that it would go for road 
budget. Mr. Sager agreed that is what he thought the 
motion to be, but because the Town budget is “bottom line’, 
the increase could end up in road maintenance or not. 

Question was asked what current amount is for road 
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maintenance. The amount is $77,700. Much discussion 
ensued about the plans on which roads should be done and 
when, examples of patched areas that are no longer holding 
up, and the Highway Dept. having the opportunity to 
request these funds during the budget process before 
tonight. 

A motion was made to move the article and was 
seconded. A vote was taken by a show of cards and the 
majority was in favor of moving the article. 

A vote was taken to raise the budget by $125,000, 
by show of cards 25 in favor of the amendment, 32 
opposed. Motion failed. 


Mr. Philip Twombley made a motion to amend this 
article to increase the budget by $3400.00 for the purpose 
of buying computer software and a laptop computer. The 
software will be used to create a cemetery database 
management system, and the funds to be placed in the 
Cemetery Trustees miscellaneous expenses line item. 

The motion was seconded. 

Mr. Twombley spoke to the amendment 
explaining that there is no current central system of keeping 
track of the 100 + cemeteries in Wakefield , including 
permits, speaking of the many benefits of having it on the 
Town website, working with the Heritage Commission and 
the GPS system. Questions were raised concerning 
financial records, and it was explained that in the software, 
the data is entered and the monies are entered. All private 
cemeteries will be included in the database. Dennis Miller, 
Trustee of the Trust Fund, supports this request. 

Mr. Duffy supports this request, and asks what the 
cost of the software maintenance is. Mr. Twombley said 
that the first year of maintenance is included in the 
software, which costs $2400. After that, the maintenance is 
$465 per year unless we decide not to have the support. 
Many more comments on the benefits of having the laptop 
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and software were brought up. 

A motion was made to move the amendment and 
seconded. A vote was taken by a show of cards and the 
majority was in favor of moving the article. 

A vote was taken by a show of cards and the motion 
passed. 


Cindy Bickford made a motion to amend this article 
to decrease account # 01-4191-1-310 for Professional 
Services under the Land Use budget in the amount of 
$10,000 and request such vote be cast as a secret ballot. It 
was seconded. After much discussion on the pros and cons 
of decreasing the Land Use account, a motion was made to 
move the amendment and seconded. A vote was taken by a 
show of cards and the majority was in favor of moving the 
article. 

Some discussion was made regarding the decision 
to spend money to hire a consultant to review Town 
operations, the money taken from previous year’s budget 
and the account line used recommended by Dept. of 


Revenue. 

The Asst. Moderator read the amendment. A secret 
vote was taken, yes to decrease the budget line and no to 
oppose the decrease. There were 27 for the decrease and 
41 opposed. The motion did not pass. 


Article 30: To transact any further business that may 
legally come before this meeting. 


The Asst. Moderator mentioned per the budget 
committee’s posted notice that the committee would meet 
immediately following this meeting. 
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A motion was made to not allow any surplus of 
funds, unless in an emergency, to be spent without warrant, 
and seconded. Town Attorney, Richard Sager, explained 
that it cannot be done now, but has to wait for next year’s 
warrant. He also explained that we have a ‘bottom line’ 
budget, which means the Board of Selectmen may spend 
the money any way it deems appropriate. 


A motion to adjourn was made and seconded. 


No further business. The meeting was adjourned at 
9:20 pm

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


2012 proved to be another quiet year in town. The budget 
was low so not too many projects were happening in town. 
The Board did say good bye to a 12 year veteran-- 
Selectmen Mark Duffy. We thanked him for his many years 
of dedicated service. We welcomed newly elected 
Selectmen Richard Charles Edwards. The Board’s first 
meeting was its usual organizational meeting, with the 
appointing of a chair and vice chairman. The motion was 
made to have Selectman Ken Paul to remain as chairman 
and Selectman Peter Kasprzyk as vice-chairman. We also 
chose the various boards/committees that we would serve 
on as liaisons. 


This was a year for various groups to work together to 
develop new ideas for the town. The Safe Routes to School 
committee worked with Strafford Regional Planning 
Commission and received a 100 percent funded start-up 
grant from the New Hampshire Department of 
Transportation. This grant will help with crosswalks, 
education of biking/walking to school and more signs into 
the school zone. Also a new Vehicle Maintenance 
Committee was formed to look into having the highway 
department work on school buses, police vehicles and fire 
trucks. This would be for minor repairs and monthly 
maintenance items. At the 2012 election, the Board put a 
warrant article forward to the voters to lease for 99 years 
one acre of land to the food pantry. The voters approved 
this article, and the food pantry moved forward very 
quickly. With the help of many volunteers and our highway 
department, they were able to complete the project by the 
end of the year. Congratulations to them and to all the 
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people who helped make it happen! Parks & Recreation is 
now the sole occupant of the Annex, and they already have 
plans for the empty space. The Board has been working 
very hard this year to finalize the contract with Time 
Warner Cable. We are hopeful that this will be complete 
before summer. This will allow the town to receive 
franchise fees on a quarterly basis, which in turn will 
benefit the newly formed non-profit organization Clearview 
Community Television Services, Inc. This non-profit will 
be the organization running the PEG channel for the town 
and, in doing so, will receive some franchise fees to help 
with the programming. 


We would like to thank the Town employees for their hard 
work and dedication while providing excellent service to all 
the people of Wakefield. We would also like to thank all 
the people who take time to get involved in the town by 
serving on a committee or board.

If you would like to obtain a copy of the 
abatement application please refer to the link located on the 
Town’s website (www.wakefieldnh.com) or contact the 
office; we would be happy to mail you a copy if you do not 
have access to the internet. If you choose to file an 
abatement application, be sure to contact the office for a 
copy of the complete assessment card. The information 
located on the website is only a small portion of 
information from the actual assessment card. The Board 
processed 191 abatement applications for the 2011 tax year. 


Exemptions/Tax Credits 

As noted in last year’s report, there was a warrant article to 
increase the income limit for a married couple to $30,000 a 
year for the Elderly Tax Exemption (the income limits were 
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single = $20,000 and married = $25,000). The warrant 
article only addressed the income limit for a married couple 
and did pass. Therefore, if you had applied for an Elderly 
Tax Exemption in the past and were denied due to the fact 
your income exceeded $25,000 as a married couple, you 
may want to take a look at the qualifications again.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES REPORT 


The cemetery trustees have been very busy this year taking 
inventory of the 124 cemeteries or burial grounds in 
Wakefield. As of the last count, we have completed 85 of 
the 124 sites. The goal is to complete the inventory on the 
remaining 39 sites during 2013. 


A computer software program was purchased in April of 
2012, and a lap top computer was purchased. This 
computer and software is being used to load all the data 
collected from the field work taken by the trustees which 
includes cemetery name, location, names of each person in 
the cemetery, birth dates, death dates, any relationships, 
veteran status, and GPS location. The GPS location will be 
used to identify exact location of each cemetery on the 
Wakefield town maps. 


The “Adopt-A-Cemetery” program in going very well. At 
the present time, 5 non-perpetual burial grounds have been 
adopted. The application forms have been developed. If 
you are interested in adopting a non-perpetual care burial 
ground, please contact one of the trustees for more 
information. 


No more burial plots are being sold in Lovell Lake 
Cemetery. The trustees are selling lots in the new 
Wakefield Stonehedge Cemetery on Rt. 109 in South 
Wakefield. Call one of the Trustees for more information.

WAKEFIELD CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


2012 was a busy year. In addition to our regular review of 
State permits we were involved in efforts to conserve 121 
acres on the east side of Union Meadows and co-sponsored 
with AWWA a workshop in June for shore lands. 


We reviewed 4 Forestry Notifications, 2 Permit By 
Notifications, 14 Shore land Permits, 4 Wetlands Permits 
and | complaint. 


The Union Meadows project is still moving forward 
towards being conserved, and we hope it will be finalized 
early next year. 


In May we passed out tree seedlings and information at the 
Pride Day booth. In June, together with Action Wakefield 
Watershed Alliance, we sponsored a workshop for 
shorefront owners, contractors and those interested in the 
permitting process and the best practices for shore front 
improvements and repairs. This is the most common type 
of permit we review. In July’ with the help of the 
campership committee, parents, local business and 
associations, we held yard sales and other fundraisers 
which helped to sponsor 9 Wakefield children to 
Tanglewood Conservation camp in Maine for a week in 
August this year. 


We have continued working on an inventory of 
conservation land in the Town and hope to develop a plan 
to accomplish work on the Natural Resources Inventory 
this year. 


We are always looking for new members, we meet the 2nd 
and 4" Mondays of the month, at the Town Hall at 7pm. 
Anyone with an interest is welcome to attend. Late this 
year we welcomed a new alternate, Dave Tinkham.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open buming of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the 
Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on February 4" with several more early fires to follow. Normally 
a large percentage of the warm windy days with low humidity occur when the ground is saturated from a Jong snow covered winter. 
By the time the surface fuels and ground dry out enough to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. This year however we 
had an extended period of these favorable spring fire conditions. Our largest fire in the state was 86 acres. The average size fire was 
6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept total acreage burned to near normal levels 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers to Class Ill or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers 
fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patro! when the fire danger was especially high. Several of the fires during the 
2012 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Please help Smokey Bear, your 
local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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HERITAGE COMMISSION 


2012 was a busy year with many accomplishments 
and projects covering a vast area of Wakefield’s heritage. 

Having successfully completed the 2011 CLG grant 
for an archeological survey of 18 of Wakefield’s mill sites 
and dams, this became the basis for several projects. This 
important historic document is available for sale on cd. In 
April a successful public tour of the sites was sponsored by 
the Commission, with the support of the NH Society of 
Archeologists, for NH Archeology month. We created an 
extensive permanent exhibit on these mill sites at the 
Heritage Centre. The report has provided valuable 
supportive information to the Union Village Community 
Assoc. as they endeavor to rehabilitate the Drew Mill site, 
and it helped them receive the nomination as one of the “ 
Seven to Save” sites in NH. Jordan Dansereau chose the 
Sawmill Bridge site for his Boy Scout Eagle Project. We 
applied to the US Dept of the Interior for another grant to 
nominate the Newichawannock Canal and Bridge for 
placement on the National Register of Historic Places. This 
grant was awarded and work will begin this winter. When 
accepted, we are told this nomination will be of national 
importance as the canal and bridge site encompasses 
property in Wakefield and Acton and NH and Maine. We 
will be taking the lead in this entire process and are 
coordinating the effort. 

We were honored by the NH Preservation Alliance 
by receiving the 2012 NH Preservation Award for 
outstanding planning, education and advocacy. We 
accepted the award at a public ceremony in Concord. This 
is the second award we have received from them, the first 
being in 1999 for our work on the Garvin Building. 
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We continue to work on the Union Railroad Station 
Museum and have added several new exhibits this year. We 
were open weekends from the end of June until Columbus 
Day and provided special tours and programs at other times 
on request. Heritage Day, the second Saturday in August 
was a huge success and we showcased our new exhibits in 
the Heritage Centre with talks and programs throughout the 
day. Another successful event was the Fall Festival in 
September sponsored by the UVCA and held at Heritage 
Park. The Christmas Open House and Lighting Ceremony 
gave us a great opportunity to thank our many patrons, 
donors and volunteers for support throughout the year. 

The Freight House, quickly becoming _ the 
Wakefield Heritage Centre, has been insulated and the 
interior completed with exhibit and education areas. We are 
in the process of installing heat and AC to maintain a 
temperature controlled environment. Some table work and 
some scenery for the circa 1909 HO scale layout of all five 
RR stations and surrounding villages has been completed as 
well several of the buildings. We have donations of most of 
the rolling stock. This will become a major attraction to 
Heritage Park and Wakefield. We plan to install handicap 
access for this building this spring. Special thanks to Bill 
Gaver, Phil Twombley, Bill Judge, Craig Farley, Don 
Silcocks and Lee Gridley for their help on this project. 

We received the generous donation of the 
blacksmith shop on Bridge Street from John and Diane 
Gray. We intend to rehabilitate this to be used as a working 
exhibit and display. Plans are underway to have this open 
in June. Bob McChesney has donated his collection of 
blacksmith tools from the Wiggin blacksmith shop on High 
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St in Sanbornville, and he will provide demonstrations of 
this art. 

We now have a newsletter that comes out quarterly. 
Anyone interested in receiving it should contact us with 
their email address. 

The Wakefield Heritage Commission now has our 
own website at www.historicwakefieldnh.com which we 
are continuing to work on and please “like us” on our 
Facebook page. Our new email address is 
wakefieldheritage@yahoo.com. 

We are working with the NH Bureau of Rails and 
Trails and the Wakefield Rec. Dept. to expand and preserve 
the historic importance in the area known as Turntable Park 
in Sanbornville. 

The sub-committees for the historical resources 
chapter of the Master Plan and the revised guidelines for 
the Historic District have nearly completed their respective 
projects. Most of the work has been done by volunteers 
with professional guidance only so it has become a much 
greater project than anticipated. 

We have had only a few requests for permits from 
our Historic District residents this year and 
only two hearings were held. 

Our fundraising included yard sales, t shirts, hats 
and other RR items, our books and cds, food concessions at 
event days and for the Rec Dept., Pancake Breakfast, 
special tours, our memory tile program, and direct 
donations. This netted us just over $30,000. The money has 
enabled us to purchase materials and pay for professional 
services required, but far beyond this dollar value is the 
actual labor donated on our sites and projects. We are 
forever grateful to all our donors. We could never 
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accomplish as much for our Town without their generous 
help.

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GAFNEY LIBRARY 


A recent Pew Research Center Internet and American Life 
Project survey determined 60% of respondents under 30 
used a library in the past year. 78% of Americans had read 
at least one book in the previous 12 months, with the rate 
83% among those aged between 16 and 29. Here at the 
Gafney, we experienced a 5% increase in the total number 
of items checked in and out in 2012 over 2011. As our 
consultant predicted, our circulation has plateaued because 
of space constraints. For each item purchased, one item is 
discarded to provide space for the new item. Borrowing 
from other libraries has continued to be one of our major 
services. Though we do not have the means to calculate the 
number library users, staff and volunteers feel that usage is 
up considerably over the past year. The cramped feeling is 
tighter and the Pew statistics hold weight. 


Of note is the jump in Wakefield’s population statistics 
putting us over the 5,000 mark as a result of the recent 
census. This put some of our fees, such as the Overdrive 
subscription for audio/ebooks, in a higher cost category. 


As a reminder, the Gafney is a nonprofit organization, not 
owned by the Town and so responsible for fundraising to 
cover expenses. The Towns of Wakefield and Brookfield 
are approached for operating funds and continue to be the 
major supporters. The Board of Directors conducts an 
annual appeal to raise approximately $12,000. The 
December wreath sale has become popular and nets about 
$1,300 by selling 160 decorated wreaths. | Exhibit 
coordinator Peter Abate initiated the annual July Art at the 
Gafney, a fundraiser featuring over 50 local artists and 
raising about $1,700 each of the last four years. 
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Brookfield resident and former Board President Jim 
Murfey continues to offer his services to keep the library’s 
website updated: www.gafneylibrary.org. Several 
offerings are on the website including Worldbook online 
for adults, children and _ research; downloadable 
audio/ebooks; magazines, professional journals, 
newspapers, links to resources and many other options 
worth investigating. A link to the library’s catalog of 
books, movies and audiobooks may be used by anyone to 
search, and by cardholders to check their account, and 
reserve and renew items. Many of these services are new 
this year. 


The library’s knitters “Gafney Knitwits” met weekly led by 
staff member Janice King. One of their projects this year 
was to knit items for the Paul School students needing 
winter warmth. 


Library staff, board members and patrons rallied around the 
NH State Library this year to ensure that vans for 
interlibrary loan remained in place after a threat from the 
State Legislature to consider removing them from the 
budget. The vans ensure that books we borrow and loan to 
other libraries are circulated in timely fashion. Many 
patrons signed a petition that we presented to the State 
Library and in the end the van system remains in place. 


Children’s Librarian Diane Cassidy offered a “skywatch” 
program to the public last year. Over forty residents turned 
out to view the heavens through telescopes provided by the 
NH Astronomical Society. As a result, the Society recently 
donated a telescope that is being processed for library 
cardholders to borrow and enjoy at home. This year’s 
summer reading program “Dream Big...READ” resulted in 
72 children reading 193,000 minutes and 1,049 books and 
participating in 17 programs and workshops. The Norman 
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Ng magic show was enjoyed by 58 children and 52 adults 
at the end of the six week program. 


Our literacy program served over 60 individual people who 
made more than a total of 300 visits and met with GED 
coordinator Dot Currier and tutors Sharon Norby and Lisa 
Kimball and passed over 80 individual GED tests with 
Examiners Ginny Schweitzer, Dorie Sterndale and Caren 
Nick. Nine students passed the entire battery of tests to 
obtain a GED. We were saddened by the death of 
Examiner Pam Knight this year. Pam was instrumental in 
guiding many of our residents through the GED testing 
process and made a huge difference in their lives. She will 
truly be missed. More than 40 of the participants met with 
career counselor Rosemary Stewart to update resumes, job 
search, scholarship search and hone job interview skills. 
Most colleges now require an Accuplacer exam to 
determine competency in certain areas at a cost to the 
student. Our center is now approved to administer the 
Accuplacer exam free of charge. Many meetings with 
administration at Spaulding High School and literacy staff 
took place at the library to keep abreast of the programs 
available at Spaulding to keep those under 18 in school.

We are grateful for their 
support. 


We look forward to 2013 and will continue to grow the 
services we provide to all those who live in the Towns of 


Wakefield and Brookfield.

Our book sale this year brought in 60 visitors on our last 
full day of summer.

With a New Year we are ordering new books for our 
patrons. This year we ordered at least 200 or more books.

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WAKEFIELD PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board experienced another productive year in 
2012. Arthur Capello, Code Enforcement Officer, and the 
Board worked diligently throughout the year on revisions to 
the Town’s Zoning ordinance, including proposed 
clarifications to language in many sections, and proposed 
new Permitted Uses to the Ordinance. 


There were eight proposed Amendment changes brought 
forth at the first Public Hearing on December 20, 2012. 
Amendment 1 Open Space Conservation Cluster 
Development and Amendment 6 Workforce Housing were 
accepted as written and moved to ballet. Amendment 2 — 
Private Campsites, Amendment 3 — Table of Uses, 
Amendment 4 and 5- Route 16, Amendment 7 — Definition 
for a Bunk House and Amendment 8 — Conforming and 
Non-Conforming Structures and Uses were all tabled until 
next year. There was no need for a second public hearing. 


The Board reviewed and acted upon a total of twenty 
applications, an increase of 50% over 2011. Applications 
reviewed by the Board are summarized below:

Boundary Line Adjustments 
Insignificant Change of Use 
Conditional Use Permit 
Extension of Approvals 
Preliminary Discussion 
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Our Planning Consultant, Mike Garrepy, has been helpful 
with our Zoning Ordinance as well as being an advisor on 
applications and technical matters. Arthur Capello, Code 
Enforcement Officer has also been designated an 
authorized agent for the Planning Board when needed. 


During 2013 the Planning Board will turn its attention back 
to updating the Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) as well as 
working on the Zoning Amendments that were tabled in 
2012. Also in 2013, the Board will be working towards 
making the Planning Board regulations less cumbersome. 


In February, the Planning Board accepted, with regret, the 
resignation of Anna Williams, Land Use Clerk. We 
appreciate the time she devoted to the Planning Board as 
Secretary. In April, the Planning Board welcomed Michelle 
MacDonald as the new Land Use Clerk. Welcome 
Michelle! 


In October, the Planning Board accepted, with regret, the 
resignation of Paul Winckler, Chair. Paul stepped down due 
to personal issues but will remain on the Planning Board as 
Vice-Chair. We appreciate the time he devoted to the 
Planning Board as Chair and we are most grateful for his 
continuing service to the community. Thank you, Paul! 


We cannot emphasize enough how important input from 
our citizenry is to us. We certainly don’t have all the 
answers, and new ideas and criticism are welcome. Public 
Comments are asked for at each meeting. 


The Board meets twice per month, usually the first and 
third Thursday, in the Town Hall conference room. The 
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Planning Department is open 10:00 am to 2:00 pm, 
Monday thru Friday. Michelle MacDonald, Planning Board 
Secretary, may be reached at (603)522-6205, ext.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
Year in review: 


This year we have been able to reduce crime and clear 
more cases. Ultimately the reported crimes for various 
tables were reduced, while the clearance rate and arrests for 
the same crimes were increased. We have devoted a 
considerable amount of time to investigations and are 
striving to keep patrol cars on the road consistently to deter 
and detect suspicious activity. One pit fall to this is that our 
motor vehicle stops were lowered as a result. Our 
continuing efforts are to keep our community a safe and 
enjoyable place to live, work, and encourage recreation. 


During the last year we engaged in the management study 
from MRI. After reviewing our operations, we were in 
good shape and several positive changes were made. MRI 
also recommended increasing full-time staff in Supervision 
and reducing the part-time personnel. They also 
recommended some equipment considerations, such as Lap 
Top additions to the cruisers. I agree with the 
recommendations and have made the changes to the 2013 
year budget with the least fiscal impact as possible. 


Policing Efforts in 2012: 

e Grant funded patrols — Again we conducted several 
patrols through cooperative grants. Speed patrols, 
DWI, & area wide DWI patrols, DWI Check Point, 
Safe Commuter patrols. 

¢ We continue to offer the SHIELD program at the 
Paul School and other local crime prevention 
seminars at the public safety building, including 
Fraud, Firearm Safety & Home Defense, and “Hard 
Targets” property crime protection. 

e A Woman’s Self Defense course was established 
and will be held again. 
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The Firearms Safety course was very popular. I 
support an armed citizenry and the right to self- 
defense. I believe criminals take notice. 

We are looking to start a Public Safety Explorer 
program. 

DWI arrests were down this year due to less patrol. 
We will conduct more DWI patrols over the next 
year. 


Animal Control: 


Once again we were able to find homes for every 
stray dog and cat last year through our adoption 
program. 

The ACO worked with a few horses and made 
changes to situations. 

The rabies clinic was successful and will be run 
again this year. 

The ACO ran 8 cat clinics this year and they 
serviced over 200 cats. 

Reminder, take control of your dogs. They must be 
under your control or on a leash. If you lose your 
dog, call us--he may be in the kennel. 


Improvements: 
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I am pleased with the improving clearance rates and 
the reduction to reported crimes; we are able to 
clear cases with the cooperation of all of you. 

Again we did see a drop in motor vehicle accidents 
and incidents. I am pleased with this trend, but also 
we had a reduction in motor vehicle stops, which 
may turn the trend back upward. I feel the Highway 
Safety Program has a great deal to do keeping the 
road safer, but we will also need more motor 
vehicle patrol. 

We are establishing an emergency notification 
system (NIXLE). 


Town of Wakefield 


e We are reviewing and improving security features 
at the Paul School. 

° We looking to establish neighborhood police zones 
where the cruiser is parked and the Officer is able to 
stay in the area while completing paperwork on the 
Lap Top, thus allowing more time in the field and 
less mileage on the cruisers. 


Recognition of Earleen: 

As many of you know, Earleen DiPrizio retired this past 
year. She was a dedicated secretary to the Police 
Department and loved the Officers. We all thank her for her 
many years of kind service to us and think fondly of her 
while she enjoys time in Florida. Earleen’s replacement is 
Scott Parsons. Feel free to stop in and say hello. 


Officer of the year: 

The members of the Police Department have voted for 
Lieutenant Mark O’Brien as Officer of the Year. Mark is a 
true professional who tirelessly works to keep everything 
running. Mark gives his all to the job, and he was a good 
pick for Officer of the Year.

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TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS 


The Trustees of the Trust Funds are responsible for the 
prudent investment of the capital reserves and trust funds of 
the Town of Wakefield. The primary objective is 
preservation of capital with a secondary goal of 
maximizing earnings subject to safety constraints. The 
actions of the Trustees and the investment vehicles used are 
regulated by the State of New Hampshire, with an annual 
reporting requirement to the Department of Revenue 
Administration and the Attorney General’s Office. The 
entire portfolio consists of monies for the Town cemeteries, 
charitable school scholarships, Town capital reserves, 
school capital reserves and Wakefield’s water department, 
with an aggregate balance as of December 31, 2012 in 
excess of $2,356,566. The funds are currently managed by 
TD Bank and typically invested in U.S. Treasury bonds or 
notes, U.S. government agency bonds, or bank CDs. 


The Wakefield Cemetery Fund is comprised of many small 
funds for the care of individual cemetery plots. The 
Cemetery Trustees are responsible for the actual care and 
maintenance of these plots using the income earned from 
the Trust Funds. The fund balance as of December 31, 2012 
is as follows: 


Wakefield Cemetery Fund $363,180.60 


In 1997 the Carl Siemon Scholarship Fund was established 
for Wakefield students. Several scholarship awards are 
made each year. The balance as of December 31, 2012 is 
shown below. 


Carl Siemon Scholarship Fund $169,935.89 


The Trustees are also responsible for the investment of the 
Capital Reserve Funds that the voters of Wakefield approve 
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each year. All new reserves and additional contributions as 
voted, approved, and received in 2012 have been deposited 
into the appropriate funds. The following Capital Reserve

The 
trustees also confer with our custodian, TD Bank, regarding 
performance, maturities and risk/return characteristics of 
investments within the portfolio. Anyone interested 1s 
welcome to attend the Trustees meetings in 2013. The 
public meeting time and place is posted as per the New 
Hampshire statutes.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment is similar to a court. The 
Board hears appeals for relief from property owners who 
believe that strict enforcement of the zoning regulations or 
building codes in their particular cases would be unjust or 
inequitable. If certain conditions are met, the Board may 
grant that relief in the form of Variances, Equitable 
Waivers, or Special Exceptions. The Board also may hear 
Appeals of Administrative Decisions. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment consists of eight 
Volunteers — five regular members, and three alternates — 
all appointed by the Board of Selectmen. My thanks go to 
those who served as regular or alternate members of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment in 2012. They are, in 
alphabetical order, Cecille Arnone- Member, Steve Brown- 
Alternate, John Crowell- Member, George Frothingham- 
Chair, John Napeskoski- Alternate, Doug Stewart- Vice- 
Chair, Judy Sjostrom- Member, and Sharon Theiling- 
Alternate. The Board meets once per month on a regular 
schedule, but may schedule additional hearings if the 
caseload requires. 


The workload would be much more difficult to handle 
without the able assistance of our part-time secretary, 
Michelle MacDonald. Our thanks also to Anna Williams, 
who resigned as Zoning Board Secretary earlier this year. 


During 2012, 6 applications were brought before the Board. 


A total of 5 were requests for Variances. All 5 were 
granted, 3 with conditions and 2 with no conditions. In 
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addition there was one Motion for Re-hearing which was 
denied. 


As the current Chairman of the Board and on behalf of the 
Town, | would like to express appreciation to the members 
of the Board, who volunteer not only their time hearing 
cases and attending site walks, but their well-considered 
judgment in deciding sometimes difficult cases.

Pursuant to RSA 674:39-aa, notice is hereby given to all Wakefield residents and property owners that any lots 
involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 may be restored to premerger status upon the owner’s request 
to the Board of Selectmen. RSA 674:39-aa is included below. 


This notice shall remain posted through December 31, 2016, and the same or similar notice shall be published in 
the Town’s 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

Section 674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action for zoning, 
assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if such person or 
entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or any overt action or 
conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not limited to, abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, county, village 
district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to their premerger status and all 
zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at 
the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the chain of title 
voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped from requesting restoration. The 
municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the effective date of 
this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than the provisions in paragraph I and 
I. 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non-conformity with 
existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots may be restored to 
premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a public place no later than January 1, 
2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each ere shall also publish the same or 
similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.
